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ABSTRACT 

During 1972, in the southern tier of New York State, 
three surveys involving students, teachers^ and parents froB six 
communities were conducted to gather data on the incidence of drug 
usage among students, their knowledge about drugs, and towards 
specific drugs and their effects. These data were obtaiued primarily 
to provide baseline data which could be used for the development and 
evaluation of drug education programs. Survey 1 included the entire 
student population of six school districts located in the southern 
tier of New York State. The districts included urban, suburban, and 
rural communities and the student population included grades 6-12- A 
total of 6,194 subjects were surveyed. Survey 2 consisted of a random 
sample of 91 parents and community members, while Survey 3 consisted 
of 122 teachers.

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A Survey of Usage and Awareness of Drugs Among 
Students, Parents and Teachers 

During 1972, in the southern tier of New York State, three surveys involving 
students, teachers and parents from six coramunities were conducted to gather data 
on the incidence ^f drug usage among students, their knowledge about drugs, and 
attitudes towards specific drugs and their effects. These data were obtained 
primarily to provide baseline data which could be used for the development and 
evaluation of drug education programs. 

Survey I included the entire student pqpulation of six school districts 
located in the southern tier of Hew York State. The districts included urban, 
suburban and rural coramunities and the student population included grades six 
through twelve. A total of 6l9if subjects were surveyed. Survey II consisted 
of r. random sample of 91 parents and ccsmaunity members, while Survey III consisted 
of 122 teachers. The following sections briefly summarize the procedures used in 
each of the surveys and the natiare of the data gathered. 

Student Survey ; 

A 79 item, four-part student "Survey on Drug Usage" was developed (see Appen- 
dix l). Part I consisted of l6 items which gathered personal and demographic 
information ca each student and obtained an initial measure on the usage of drugs 
for medical and non-medical purposes. These items vere used to determine blocking 
variables against which other data were compared. These variables included sex, 
grade level, race, socioeconcanic status, average academic grade, post-high school 
educational plans, and participation in peer group training. 



Part II consisted of nine items which examined the frequency of drug usage 
amonc the students. For each of eight types of drugs the student -jidicated whether 
he did not use the drig, or on a monthly basis whether he used the drug one or two 
times. The ninth item enabled the student to indicate if he used other drugs not 
included in the eight categories on the questionnaire. 

Part III consisted of eight items each representing a drug type. Respondents 
indicated whether they knew "a lot," "a little bit," or did "not know :nuch" about 
the drug and its effects. For Parts II and III data were gathered for the total 
sample and for each of the six partl.tsipating school districts classified by grade 
level, sex, race, socioeconcmic. status, average academic grade, post-high school 
educational plans, and participation in peer group training. 

Part IV consisted of h6 items which examined the attitudes of the students 
towards drugs, their effects, and the laws sovernir.g their use. Respondents in- 
dicated whether they agreed, disagreed, or were not sure of each statement. a3iis 
section was adapted from an ins^rument developed by the New York State Depaitment 
of I&ntal Health in 1970 entitled, "Study of Attitudes and Actions of Young People. 

A total of 619U students completed the questionnaire with the foUowing num- 
ber of respondents from each school district:

The respondents did not include students who were absent from school on the da^f 
the questionnaire was administered, as well as 17 stuf»ents who ccmpleted the 
questionnaire Improperly. The instrument was ccmplf.ted in the participating school 
districts during a three-week period of time which began May 12. It was adminis- 
tered during class time by members of the teaching staff. Each individual com- 
pleted his responses on an IK-1 digetek answer sheet which was scored and analyzed 
at the State University CoUege at Buffalo on an IBM 36O-6O. 

As indicated in the questionnaire, information was obtained in Part 1 on 
pupil characteristics such as sex, grade level and race, as well as on drug usage 
i\rt 2), knowledge of specific drugs (Part 3), and attitudes toward dnags and drug 
usage (Part h). Items 1 through 10 were used as blocking varj^ables against which 
items 11 through 79 were ccanpared using a chi-square analysis . Such analyses 
were xaade for the total sample and for each of the six school districts. Although 
the total analysis has been ccsnpleted, a caaiplete interpretation has not been 
presented because of the magnitude of the data. Complete statistical analyses 
will be made available on request, althoiigh available copies are limited. Hm- 
ever. Appendix 1 "Student Survey-Bit Count" summarizes the responses made by the 
total student population for each item. Non-responses by item are presented in 
parentheses. Although a complete report will be presented later, the following 
selected findings are presented. 

l^ble 2 contains the responses to the question "Are you currently using drugs 
for non-medical reasons?" The responses indicated that a large majority of the 
students did not presently use drugs for non-medical reasons. Percentages of 
students who were currently using drags ranged frcm 9 percent (l5l) in "E" 
(urban) to k percent in "C" (suburban). Percentages are rounded to the nearest 
tenth.

It shcjuld be noted, hotfever, that these data include -oesponses of younger 
students in grades six, seven, and eight. \s would be expected, the incidence oC 
drug usage increases somewhat as the age and grade level of the students increase. 
For example, the data for t^relfth graders presented in Table 3 indicate that frcn 
3 percent (3 students in "A" (rural- suburban and h in "C" (suburban) to 17 percent 
(1*5) in "E" (urban) cui-rently use drugs.

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Although in the majority of districts the greatest incidence of dru^ usace 
x'c^- non-raedical reasons occurx-ed anong twelfth {iraders, student responses frati 
certain districts indicated that a larger percentage of tenth and eleventh Graders 
vere drug users. These differences, however, were not large. 

Table h presents the data on the question "Do you smoke cigarettes?" The 
percentage of non-smokers ranged fran kS percent (852) in "E" (urban) to 59 percent 
(7f.8) iu "D" (suburban). The incidence of heavy smoking waf very slailar among the 
districts ranging frcci 2 percent {Zk) in "D" (suburban) to k percent (62) in "E" 
(urban). For the purposes of survey, a heavy smoker was df»fine<i as An infUviduAl 
who smoked 20 or more cigarettes a day.

Table 5 contains the responses to the question "Do you drink alcohol bever- 
ages?" The percentage of non-drinkers ranged from 36 percent (639) in "E" (urban) 
to 5lf percent (266) in "F" (rural). In addition, frcm 5 to 8 percent of the tot-1 
population indicated that they had stopped drinking. The incidence of heavy 
drinkers, which was defined as drinking alcoholic beverages atoost every day, v;ar 
siniilar for all districts, ranging frcm 3 percent in three districts ("C" (suburbTJ 



"B" (rvral-suburban); "F" (rural) to 5 percent in "E" (urban) and "A" (rural- 
sabiirban). Clearly, as micht well be expected, drinlcing is indulged in more fre- 
quently by nore pub;ic school students than the use of drugs. Hie primary reason 
probably relates to the availability of alcohol compared to drugs. However, the 
percentace of students vho drink "alaost every day" is 5 percent or less, which 
should enable school authorities to focus tt attention on a canparatively 
limited number of students.

Table 6 suinmariaes responses to the item which qaestioned the students on tJ 
usage of marijuana. Compared to other drugs, marijuana was used more frequently 
and by a larger number of atudents . The number of non-users ranged fran 88 per- 
cent (1551) in "E" (ui-ban) to 9h percent (1463) in "P" (rural). The percentage 
of aoderately heavy users (7 to 10 times per month) and heavy users (11 or more 
times per month) was very similar in all districts, ranging from 1 percent (ll) 
in "B" (rural-suburban) to k percent (68) in "E" (urban).

Tables 7 and 8 present data m the incidence of heroin and LSD usage. The 
fic:ures for each of the districts are quite similar and indicate that a large 
majority of students do not use these "hard drugs," since the indicated percentages 
of heroin usage ranged from 2 percent in "E" (urban) (39) and "D" (suburban) (27) 
to h percent (32) in "B" (rural- suburban). Respondents for LSD usage were com- 
parable, ranging from 2 percent (3) in "F" (rural) to k percent (33) in "B" (rural- 
subiu-ban). Although the nunber of users is small, the potential dangers which 
derive frcm using these drags would strongly indicate that school officials should 
attempt to identify and treat any of these students who have not, as yet, been 
identified. It is Important to note that frcm the data, as presented, it is 
impossible to determine how many of the students who reported using heroin also 
reported using LSD. It seems likely, however, that a substantial overlap would 
exist, which would make the total number of hard drug users less than an initial 
inspection of the tables might imply.

Lini tat ion s of the Data ; 

A number of limitations are involved in survey studies. One typical wealmess 
occurs when a small percentage of returns are made. IMs was effectively controlled 
by administering the student questionnaire during school hours. This procedure. 
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ho\.'ever, couia possibly lir.di; the validity of student responses since some indi- 
viduals could suspect that their answers would be used to identify them. It was 
also possible that other studentr. would not take the survey seriously and would 
not give accurate answers. Unfortunately, these v;eaknesses limit all surveys, 
parti culax-ly in sensitive areas such as drug usage. 

Despite these factors, the evaluators felt that inacct.*rate responses were 
lijaited. Students were assured their responses would be confldeutial and no in- 
dividual characteristics were solicited on the answer sheets. Internal evidence 
supported the assumption of validity, since responses were similar among districts 
in certain cases (ie. usage of heroin and I^d) and predictably different in other 
cases (ie. the tendency of highest usage to occur in the largest, most urban dis- 
trict; and the lowest usage in the smaller, more rural areas). Consequently, it 
is felt that the data were valid and presented an accurate status report on drug 
usage in the area. 

Cccmunity-Parent Survey ; 

A 66 item, two-part parent survey was developed. Part I consisted of 11 items 
which examined attitudes toward the usage of drugs, cigarettes, and alcohol among 
students in the ccmmunity. Part II explored the level of familiarity ccmmunity 
members felt they had with categories of drugs and their effects. Part III 
identical to the kC item Part IV section of the student survey. This was designed 
so the responses of student-, and parents could be ccmpared. 

A sample of 27:" cotrunity meiabers was randomly selected to complete the in- 
strument through a mail survey. A total of 91 individuals responded. The results 
of these responses are available upon request. Since the questionnaires were re- 
turned anonymously, it was not possible to conduct a followup. Anonymity was 
assured. 
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Toacher Survey : 

A saraple of 122 teachers was randcmly selected to ccmplete the same instru- 
laent developed for the ccromunity survey, in order that comparisons could be made 
betveen the two grounc. In addition, ccciparisons could be made on the ^ item 
attitude section among the parents, teachers and students through use of chi- 
squai-c anali'Sis. A sumary of these data and the statistical analysis will be 
available upon request in January, 197^^. A 100 percent response was obtained.
